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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 16 - 26 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kim, in the U. S. 
patent 6,225,688 Bl; substantially discloses the claimed invention. Kim, however, does not 
disclose, teach or suggest "providing at least one bare unpackaged semiconductor die having a 
plurality of bond pads" and "attaching the at least one semiconductor die to said flexible 
interposer forming an intermediate structure, said at least interposer being folded around at least 
one bare unpackaged semiconductor die." Kim teaches that "[pjreferably, the chips are fully 
packaged prior to attachment to the "folding substrate." That way, if one chip is defectively 
packaged, the whole module need not be replaced" (Column 9, Lines 14 - 16). Kim effectively 
teaches away from the claimed invention by lack of indication that bare chips could be employed 
as disclosed. Therefore the claimed invention as a whole is neither anticipated nor rendered 
obvious over the prior art of record.
